the interest the members had taken 
in the fight. He also explained that 
he wanted the league members to 
know what council has done and 
presented a petition to council, stat- 
infj that nt least 12,000 persons had 
signed it. He said that council is 
charged with the responsibility of 
/carrying on the fight and said 1;o- 
( day's meeting was similar to those 
held years ago in which representa- 
tives visited councilmanic meetings 
to learn -whether their representa- 
tives were responsive to their wish- 
es.

petition: a survey and installation 
of a generating nnd distribution 
plant nnd a rate schedule." He de-

Foresees Changes 


Reynolds said he could foresee the

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VICIOUS CIRCLE OF PAROLE AND CRIME 


N the same day— 


In Philadelphia, two hold-up men were sent to prison for 


terms of 20 to 40 and 25 to 30 years each. 


In Harrisburg, the State Pardon Board commuted the jail 


sentences of thirty-two convicts, pardoned five others; made 
eligible for parole a varied assortment of murderers, thugs, ban- 
dils, embezzlers. 


In Delaware county, a man who had been sentenced to the 


penitentiary for burglary but was free on parole shot and killed 
a woman while robbing her home. 


Here is a vicious circle that points to a glaring weakness in 


our handling of crime today. 
Of little avail are the stiff sen- 


tences such as given the Mais gang gunmen if the criminals are 
to have their sentences softened later on, if they are given free- 
dom and permitted to re-tread the trail of crime. 


Almost daily we have instances of men committing some 


crime who would still be behind prison bars if it were not for the 
operation of the parole system. 


Rehabilitation of prisoners is proper, but it shouldn't be 


carried to the extent of coddling convicts and smoothing the way 
for their easy return to freedom—and to fresh crimes.

REACTION TO THE OIL DECISION 


There is an agreement of opinion among newspapers, including 


those strongly anti-administration and those strongly pro-administration, 
that the decision of the United States supreme court in the Amazon Re- 
fining Company case opens before the mind two separate prospects— 
one temporary and disturbing, the other permanent and reassuring. 


The case arose out of the efforts of the government, through the 


recovery act, to control the production of oil in the East Texas field. It 
had been found impossible to prevent the flow in excess of quotas—"Hot 
oil", so called—until Secretary Ickes' Tender Board recently succeeded in 
the task. The board acted in the name of the president who in turn 
acted under authority delegated to him by congress. It performed a real 
service to the petroleum industry in curbing the flow of oil which, when 
it was unlimited and accelerated by cut-throat competition, drove the 
price of this essential commodity to a ruinously low level. 


The supreme court in its decision has held that congress had not 


the power under the constitution to delegate to the president the author- 
ity so exercised by him. The immediate result, consequently, is the in- 
validating of the Tender Board and the renewed and unlimited flow of oil 
from the East Texas field with resulting confusion in a. large industry. 


Of this the supreme court was aware. But .the fact that the eight 


concurring judges determined to disregard the risk of temporary trouble 
only goes to show how 'deeply the judges were 'convinced that the more 
fundamental interest; of the nation required them to rule as they did. 
Chief Justice Hughes says, "It is no answer to insist that deleterious con- 
sequences follow the transportation of "hot oil." Neither is it an an- 
swer, he says, to argue "that it should be assumed that the president 
has acted, and will act, for what he believes to be the public good. The 
point is not one of motives but of constitutional authority, for which the 
best of motives is not a substitute." 


This stand by the supreme court in support of the constitution 


will give reassurance to thousands of the American people today. It also 
serves as a useful word of warning and restraint to executive officials 
of the federal administration both in high and lew places, that they shall

VICIOUS CIRCLE OF PAROLE AND CRIME 


O N the same day — 
In Philadelphia, two hold-up men were sent to prison for 
terms of 20 to 40 and 25 to 30 years each. 
In Harrisburg, the State Pardon Board commuted the jail 
sentences of thirty-two convicts, pardoned five others; made 
eligible for parole a varied assortment of murderers, thugs, ban­ 
dits, embezzlers. 
In Delaware county, a man who had been sentenced to the 
penitentiary for burglary but was free on parole shot and killed 
a woman while robbing her home. 
Here is a vicious circle that points to a glaring weakness in 
our handling of crime today. 
Of little avail are the stiff sen- 
fences such as given the Mais gang gunmen if the criminals are j 
to have their sentences softened later on, if they are given free- j what better proof can a common- 
dom and permitted to re-tread the trail of crime. 
Almost daily we have instances of men committing some 
crime who would still be behind prison bars if it were not for the 
operation of the parole system.

While Connie Mack's plan to put 


ball players on a salary scale may 
look good on paper to some of the 
club owners, there seems to be no 
nee-" for such legislation even if the 
plan could be worked out satisfac- 
torily, which it probably couldn't. 


In the first place, since when did 


the club presidents obtain the knack 
of making a fair comparison in the 
ability shown between ball players? 
In all baseball history it has been 
a matter of personal opinion as to 
whether such-and-such a player was 
better than a rival and there was i 
seldom a general agreement on any 
such comparisons. 


Now the moguls, according to 


Mack's play, are going to rate the 
players at each position according to 
their ability. Even if they do find 
a way to reach a general agreement 
in the rating, there still shall be 
plenty of room to argue the sound- 
ness of their ratings; the club own- 
ers can be wrong, you know, and the 
players aren't going to like it, espe- 
cially the ones whose names appear 
at the bottom of the list. 


Of course, if, for instance, the 


New York Giants could save money 
by admitting that Suhr was a better 
first baseman than Bill Terry, then 
they may not argue the point, but 
that isn't going to help matters any 
either. 
The other magnates may 


reason the same way. 


Business matters such as salary 


questions can be taken care of by the 
clubs individually Instead of making 
it a league problem. Most certainly 
New York should have more to say 
about what its own players ore 
worth than the other league clubs. 
The players belong to New York, 
why let Philadelphia, Boston or any 
of the others say what shall be done 
about their salaries? 


And another question they'll have 


to solve (let 'em try it) is whether 
a star pitcher is worth more to. a 
club than a star outfielder. Or what 
is to be done in cases like Dizzy 
Dean and Babe Ruth? 
Are other 


pitchers going to have a salary based 
on the Dizzy Dean "top wage" or Is 
Dizzy's salary going to suffer because 
his "top" can be placed only so high? 


There are a lot more problems 


Derhaps that could be stated if 
Mack's plan were clearer. Col. Ja- 
cob Ruppert's criticism with the 
words "involved and impractical" 
.summed up the whole plan. It is

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Some Idea Of Work 
Of Operating Jameson 
Hospital Past Year 


Imagine a strip of gauze, one yard 


wide, running from the public square 
in New Castle almost to the Ellwood 
City line and you have an idea of 
how much gauze was used in the 
Jameson Memorial Hospital during 
the year 1934. Dr. W. W. Bissell,, 
managing director has just compiled 
some figures for the year and among 
them are some interesting figures. 


Huge List Of Free Patients 


During 1934, 28.171 patient days 


of bed care were given and of these 
hours, 10,810 net patient days of 
care were given free, not including 
free care given to the newborn. In 
other words- nearly half of the ser- 
vice at the hospital was given free 
during the year. This represented 
$42,731.93 and was the reason why 
the hospital operated at a deficit of 
$23,332.57 for the year. This was 
partially wiped out by the support 
of the Community Chest which turn- 
ed in 814,160.21. 
. 
The average daily bed patient load 


was 78. Care of them required the 
laundering of 692,780 pieces of wash- 
ing of which 63,522 pieces required 
part or entire hand finishing. 
The year's work required 10,634,400 


gallons of water, or 22,325 tons of 
water an abundance to float more 
than two treaty cruisers. Nearly 600 
meals were served every day of the 
year, a total of 204,849 for the year.

Three tons of fresh beef went in-

hospital during the year, 306 births 
being recorded. These cases were 
confined to the maternity ward of 
the hospital, never used except for 
the care of mothers and babies. 
The outlook for 1935 is for con- 


tinued growth in service. Since Nov- 
ember 1st, the daily average has 
been 85 patients. With a total of 


154 beds, 22 of which are bassinets 
for newborn babes, and taking into 
account that only mothers may oc- 
cupy maternity beds, ward patients 
must be separated as to sex and 
adults cannot be hospitalized in 
children's cribs, an occupancy of 100 
patients begins to tax capacity.
